The Sabbath was made for man, in which he should rest from all his labors and 
attend upon the service and worship of God. We desire, therefore, to have our people 
remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy, and use their influence to have the laws 
enforced protecting our rights and the sacred institutions of the Church. We would 
urge that in our cities and towns all places of business be closed, and that a senti- 
ment be created against picnics and excursions on the Sabbath day, offering induce- 
ments to draw' the people aw^ay from the’ churches. We would also urge that our 
ministers preach on Sabbath observance at least once a year, and that our members 
assist in the proper observance of this day. B. T. Lannom, Chairman.

Stowe nominated Madison Street, Clarksville, for the meeting place of the next 
session of the Tennessee Annual Conference. Franklin was unanimously selected. 
Question 45, Where shall the next session of the Conference be held? Franklin.

TEMPEBANCE. I 

For many years the Methodist Church has made unceasing war on the liquor | 

traffic; its members have long been active and aggressive in the cause of temperance 1 

reform, and we rejoice that their efforts, aided by other Christian organizations, have 
resulted in driving the traffic f^om so large a portion of our country. We rejoice | 

that the attitude of our Church upon this question has been so vigorous and ag- 
gressive and its energies so well directed that it has invited and received the criticism t 

of the people and the press which defend the liquor traffic. Such criticism of the 
Church and of ‘its ministers is praise of the highest order, and constitutes a testi- 
monial to the splendid work which the Church, under the providence of Almighty 
God, has done to prevent and correct the evils of the liquor traffic. We call upon K 

the members of the Church to sustain and uphold its ministers who have braved this 
opposition. They should exercise their suffrage so that the preaching of their min- 
isters shall bear fruit. Christian men should vote as they pray, and we do unhesi- 
tatingly condemn the teaching of those who hold to the view that Christian minis- 
ters ought not to participate in the affairs of government. This doctrine, in our 
opinion, comes from a source more interested in the perpetuity of the liquor traffic 
than in the welfare of the ministers of the Church, and is therefore the veriest and 
most arrant hypocrisy. The only way to achieve reforms in government in a democ- 
racy is through the exercise of the elective franchise, the highest privilege of an 
American citizen. Too long have Christian men allowed those who break the laws ^ 

to make them. i 

So long as the liquor traffic, continues to menace the homes, the boys, and the morals 
and society of the country, so long as the liquor dealers continue to corrupt the 
electorate, it is the duty of our ministers and members not only to vote for the sup- 
pression of the traffic, but to use all legitimate and honorable argument to persuade 
others to do so. 

Since in this State legislation is enacted by legislators acting in a representative 
capacity, we hold it to be the duty of every Christian elector to vote only for such 
candidates as stand committed to the abolition of the liquor traffic, and to oppose all ‘ 

candidates for public office who may be called upon to legislate upon the liquor 
question or to enforce the laws for its suppression who are not willing to place them- 
selves in an attitude of open and sincere hostility to the whole nefarious business. | 

We are opposed to the liquor traffic in any form or guise, and to that end we urge 
the enactment of a law which shall forever prohibit the sale, manufacture, or storage 
of intoxicating liquors within the State of Tennessee. When such laws shall be 
placed upon the statute books, in order that the question may be removed from the field 
of partisan politics and the reforms once secured may be rendered forever secure, we 
urge the submission of a constitutional amendment embodying the above declarations. 

The adoption of such an amendment would write into our organic law the principles 
and the reforms for which this Church and Christian men of all denominations 
have so long prayed, worked, and voted. 
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1 We are earnestly in favor of the enactment of laws, State and national, to prohibit 

' the shipment of intoxicants into territory where the sale thereof is inhibited by law. 

We commend and approve the work of the Anti-Saloon League and the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union, and pledge them our hearty and active cooperation in 
f their efforts to carry into effect the declarations herein affirmed.

1 The Christian Advocate, our connectional organ, and the Epworth Era are reported

as paying expenses but yielding no appreciable amount of profit. This condition 

1 should be changed by the earnest cooperation of all of the Conferences of our con- 

nection. The Advocate is ably edited, and its contributions are generally of a high 
order and well adapted to the needs of Methodist people. The series of communica- 
tions by Dr. Moore, the assistant editor, while making a tour of the mission fields 
of the world are worthy of our highest commendation, and are well calculated to 
quicken the interest of the Church in her only enterprise. 

The Epworth Era is edited by two of the most accomplished gentlemen in Southern 
Methodism, Drs. Du Bose and Parker; and their fine literary taste leads to the 
production of a paper that we can all rejoice to see in the hands of our young 
people. The treatment of the devotional topics is of a high order, and is characterized 
by that sanity of thought that renders them safe for the use of our Epworth 
Leaguers. Dr. Du Bose, in his editorial department, has put in some telling blows 
against the legalized liquor traffic, and his influence will no doubt tell in the years 
I to come in the lives of the young people who will ultimately shape the policies of 

‘ our government. 

We note with pleasure the increased circulation of the Quarterly Review. This is 
I a well-deserved recognition on the part of the public of the fine ability of its editor, 

I Dr. Gross Alexander. We commend his effort to popularize this publication while 

at the same time preserving its dignity and strength. The contributions are 
uniformly on live subjects, and are written by men who have fitted themselves well 
for the work undertaken. We especially commend to preachers the able and dis- 
criminating review of books of recent publication. 

The Sunday school literature is not only maintaining the high standard of past 
! years, but has made a decided advance not only in the addition of new periodicals 

but in the quality of the old. The Adult Student should be put in the hands of 

every adult member of the Sunday school. The contributors to this periodical are of 

the best equipped in England and America. The treatment of practical methods 
in the conduct of organized classes is of the first order, and is most helpful to 
; teachers and scholars. The Primary Teacher is a recent addition to our Sunday 

school periodicals, and meets in a most admirable way the wants of primary teachers 
that have hitherto been met by the publications of other denominations. We most 
heartily commend the work of Dr. Chappell, who is a member of our own Con- 
ference, and that of his trained assistants. 

The Publishing House is supplying a universal need of our Church in the dissem- 
ination of literature in more permanent form than that of the periodicals referred 
to above. We should be glad to see the House able to keep on hand a larger stock of 
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recent publications so that orders to the House might be filled directly and with 

a promptness that cannot be secured when reordered from the publishers. The 

folders advertising bargain sales by the Publishing House and sent out habitually to 
the preachers no doubt serve a useful purpose in disposing of books that have in a 
measure become obsolete and shelf-worn. We venture to suggest a more frequent- 
use of the same method of advertising the new and up-to-date publications on sale 
at the House. We make this recommendation in order that our ministers who are 

not in touch with the great publishing houses may be informed as to the best 

products of the great bookmakers, and which books will be most helpful to them. 

The Midland Methodist, our Conference organ, is maintaining its high position 
among the number of Conference organs, and is serving its constituency satisfactorily. 
A copy of this paper should be in every Methodist home within our bounds. The 
paper has a field and function, and in order to occupy the field and perform its 
function it must have a wider circulation. To this end we urge a cooperation with 
the Holston Conference in order to increase the circulation to ten thousand. We 
furthermore believe that the work to accomplish this increase ought to be done as 
early as possible in the Conference year.

CHUBCH EXTENSION. 

We, your Board of Church Extension, beg leave to make the following report with 
reference to the communication of Dr. W. F. McMurry, General Secretary: 

1. We heartily approve the movement set on foot by the General Board for 
building a church at Washington City which shall be in keeping with the standing 
of our great denomination in the capital city of our nation, and which shall in every 
way give us proper representation among the religious forces of the community. 

2. We commend to your careful consideration the department of the “Savings Fund” 
adopted by the General Board, and recommend its use by our people contemplating 
the building or repairing of churches or parsonages at some future date. 

The General Board will take all such savings on deposit and pay four per cent in- 
terest on the same until there is such an accumulation of the fund as to accomplish 
the desired purpose of building or repairing, said interest to be paid quarterly. 

3. We also call attention to the Sunday school birthday offerings, which are asked 
for by the General Board. The money thus raised will be used for building churches 
in Oklahoma. Any Sunday school wishing to aid in this way will be furnished with 
jars for these offerings, free of charge, by writing Dr. W. F. McMurry, Secretary, at 
Louisville, Ky. 

4. Through circular letters sent out by this Board to all the pastors, attention 
was called to the order of the General Board setting apart May 10, 1908, as “Loan 
Fund Day.” From the best information at hand it seems that only a few of our 
Churches observed the day, and the amount collected was small. Our Board is 
exceedingly anxious to see our existing Loan Fund greatly increased and new funds 
created; and we therefore emphasize the request that those Churches which did not 
observe Loan Fund Day will do so. 

5. The Conference Board respectfully requests that the presiding elders give it an 
opportunity at the District Conferences to properly represent the work of Church 
Extension.

BIBLE CAUSE. 

We regret to report that many of our preachers neglect to take the collection for 
the American Bible Society as the Discipline directs; and that many of our strongest 
charges report almost nothing contributed to this great cause. There is no cause 
with better claims upon the sympathy and hearty support of the Church. It is cause 
for humiliation that our great Church contributes only about $4,000 annually to 
this great institution. 

There is no greater interest than that represented by the American Bible Society. 
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But for the work done by it in translating the Word of God into the languages of 
the nations, all our missionary efforts would be seriously handicapped. 

We note with pleasure the visit to our Conference of the Rev. H. C. Tucker, Agent 
of the Society in Brazil. He testifies to the great work being accomplished in South 
America through the American Bible Society by giving the people the Word of God 
in their own language. 

In view of the pressing need of funds to carry on its work, and the indifference 
of our preachers and people to its claims, we respectfully recommend: 

1. That all our pastors, as early as possible, inform their people of the proposition 
made by Mrs. Russell Sage, that she will give five hundred thousand dollars to the 
American Bible Society if the Protestant Churches in the United States will give a 
like sum. 

2. That a day be set apart as early in the Conference year aS possible as Bible Day, 

and that our pastors inform the people of the great needs and work of the American

DISTRICT CONFERENCE RECORDS. 

We, your Committee on District Conference Records, respectfully report as follows: 

The records of the Nashville, Dickson, and Murfreesboro Districts are neat and 
'Correctly kept. 

The records of the Lebanon District are well kept, with the exception of a few 
ink blots. 

The records of the Savannah and Franklin Districts are models of accuracy and 
neatness. 

The record of the Clarksville District is neat and well arranged, and we dislike 
to criticise it. But we think, in speaking of the different Societies, they should be 
•designated by their full names, and not by abbreviations. For instance, the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society should not be designated as the “F. M. Society,” or the 
“Foreign Society,” as is done in this record. If abbreviations are used, they should 
be such as correctly designate the name abbreviated. 

The Fayetteville District Record is typewritten, and is a model in neatness and 
arrangement; but the secretary appears to get in a hurry in the recording of 
pastors’ reports, and fails to give the names of several pastors whose reports are 
recorded. 

The Columbia District Record is well kept, except in abbreviations. To instance, 
for Foreign Missionary Society “For. Mis.” is recorded; “pres.” for presiding elder. 

On the whole, all the records are well kept.

EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

We note with pleasure the increasing growth and prosperity of the Ep worth 
League in Southern Methodism. There are at present approximately 128,000 mem- 
bers in the organization, and last year there was raised for missions and general 
evangelism $140,000. These figures show the possibilities of organized young life in 
the progress of the Church. 

We regret that this state of advancement is not equally marked within the bounds 
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of our own Conference. Along some lines progress has been made, but in others we 
have not held the place the League should occupy in every community. 

We are further persuaded that the success or failure of the League is largely due 
to the attitude of the local pastor. 

The Epworth Era has been materially improved in make-up and general appear- 
ance. We suggest that the paper be devoted more largely to the practical side of 
Epworth League work, and that it be made more of a forum for plans and methods 
of the Epworth League. 

We commend the organization and work of the Tennessee Annual Epworth League 
Conference, and urge the cooperation of our pastors in all plans for securing 
attendance and interest in the coming Conference. We should be glad to have, espe- 
cially from the rural districts, a larger enthusiasm for this gathering of young 
people. 

It is quite evident that the greatest need of our work, both in the country and city, 
is trained workers; hence we look with favor upon the idea of establishing somewhere 
within our State an assembly ground as a gathering point for our young people. 

We call special attention to the great importance of mission study for our Epworth 
I.ieaguers. The educational department of the Board of Missions is prepared to 
furnish complete instructions upon requests sent to Rev. Ed F. Cook, Nashville, Tenn.

SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

God has graciously blessed the Sunday school work during the past year. More 
interest has been awakened, especially in the country schools, than ever before. 
More of them have had Children’s Day services than any previous year, and a much 
greater interest is manifested in Sunday school work. We regret that there is not 
the same interest in the city and larger town schools. We have visited three District 
Conferences and a number of schools. Our Agent, Rev. William M. Green, has visited 
many of our city schools, some twenty-four in number, carrying sunshine into them. 
He has done a fine work, and we as a Board unanimously ask the Bishop to reappoint 
him as Agent of the Sunday School Board for the ensuing year. 

There is a painful need of more consecrated, qualified Sunday school workers and 
teachers. There are many places in the Conference where it is difficult to find men 
or women who are willing to undertake this most important service. We would 
recommend to every school the organization of teacher-training classes, and do most 
earnestly urge the absolute necessity of teachers’ meetings in every school. We also 
recommend that class organizations be had wherever practicable, and that these be 
used by the pastor and schools as working aids in building up the schools and 
bringing the people to church and to God. 

Our aim is: “Children’s Day services and a collection in every school in the Con- 
ference.” We most earnestly ask the hearty cooperation of every pastor and pre- 
siding elder in this work. 

Brother C. C. Miller, lay member of the Board from the Savannah District, has 
moved out of the bounds of the Tennessee Conference, and has tendered his resigna- 
tion as a member. We most respectfully ask the presiding elder of that district to 
fill this vacancy by appointing some other good man. 

We are glad to report that there has been a slight increase over last year, or any 
previous year, in our Children’s Day collections. We are enabled this year to pay 
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over for the Chair of Religious Pedagogy and Sunday Schools in Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity the sum of $532.56. 

It is the purpose of the Board this year to make a strenuous effort to raise by a 
special collection from every Sunday school in the entire Conference as large a sum 
as possible for the endowment of this Chair of Religious Pedagogy and Sunday 
Schools in Vanderbilt University, and pray that the time will soon come when our 
superintendents and teachers can and will be admitted to this course as well as our 
young preachers,

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Report No. 1. 

/ ^ 

The Board of Education desire to report that they have carefully considered the 
report of the special committee of three appointed to examine into the proposition 
of the trustees of Martin College looking to a transfer of this property to the Ten- 
nessee Annual Conference, and have also given careful examination of this proposition 
themselves. The proposition of the trustees of the college is herewith submitted as a 
part of this report, as follows: 

Whereas heretofore — to wit, October 14, 1907 — resolutions • were adopted by the 
Board of Trust of Martin Female College seeking more cordial relations between said 
college and the Tennessee Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, and seeking the permanent, active, and earnest support of said Conference 
for said college; and whereas said resolutions were presented to and received by said 
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Annual Conference in regular session at Springfield, Tenn., October, 1907, and were 
by said Annual Conference referred to a special committee consisting of Rev. J. R. 
Stewart, Rev. J. T. Curry, and Hon. J. H. Dinning with instructions to investigate the 
subject and make report with recommendations to the next Annual Conference; and 
w’hereas a joint meeting of said Conference committee and the Board of Trust of said 
college was held in Pulaski, Tenn., on Tuesday, February 4, 1908, at which time, after 
a full discussion and consideration of the whole matter, it was unanimously agreed 
that closer relations between said college and said Annual Conference are desirable, 
with a view to securing the cooperation of said Annual Conference with the Board of 
Trust of said college in an effort to build up and permanently maintain Martin Female 
College as an institution of learning for the education of girls and young women; and 
whereas it was considered and agreed in and by said joint meeting of February 4, 
1908, that the most feasible and practicable course to be pursued as a means of ob- 
taining the desired cooperation and united effort of said Conference and said Board 
of Trust in upbuilding and successfully maintaining spid college as an educational 
institution is for said Board of Trust of Martin College to convey to said Annual Con- 
ference, or to a board of trust to be created by said Annual Conference, the grounds, 
buildings, furniture, and equipment of Martin Female College, to have and perma- 
nently hold the same in trust for the uses and purposes of conducting and permanently 
maintaining an institution of learning for the education of girls and young women; 
therefore, with these objects in view. 

Resolved, That the following proposition be submitted by the Board of Trust of 
Martin Female College to said Annual Conference, through its said special committee, 
to wit: 

The Board of Trust of Martin Female College, for a cash consideration of $18,000 
(eighteen thousand dollars), subject to provisions hereinafter specified, will sell, 
transfer, grant, and convey to the Tennessee Ann^ual Conference, or to a board of 
trust to be created by said Annual Conference, the grounds, buildings, furniture, and 
equipment of Martin Female College, to have and to hold as a permanent trust for 
the purposes and uses of an educational institution only, for the education of girls and 
young women, to be permanently conducted and maintained in or adjacent to 
Pulaski, Tenn. 

And iii addition to a conveyance of the aforementioned property to said Annual 
Conference, or a board of trust for it, the Board of Ti^ust of Martin College holds in 
trust for the use and benefit of said college an endowment of $30,000 (thirty thousand 
dollars), which endowment will be held under the provision of the bequest of Mr. 
Thomas Martin whereby said endowment was created, and the Board of Trust of said 
Martin Female College will annually or semiannually appropriate the interest accruing 
on said endowment, after July 1, 1909, to the use and support of said college so long 
as said college shall be conducted ‘and maintained as an institution of learning for the 
education of girls and young women, and in conformity with the provisions of the 
trust, at Pulaski, Tenn., and designated by the name of “Martin.” 



Proviso. 

However, the foregoing proposition, it is agreed and understood, is submitted subject 
to the approval and confirmation of the Chancery Court at Pulaski, Tenn., Giles County, 
in a proper proceeding to be instituted in said court after a favorable action and 
acceptance of said proposition by said Tennessee Annual Conference. 

We, L. E. Abernathy and W. J. Yancey, President and Secretary, respectively, of the 
Board of Trustees of Martin Female College, do hereby certify that the foregoing is a 
full, complete, and true copy of resolutions adopted by said Board February, 1908.

From facts submitted to us in response to inquiries made in order to get at the true 
value of the property, we think it safe to say that the grounds, buildings, and equip- 
ment of the college are worth, at the lowest estimate, about $40,000. 

We think the Tennessee Conference is greatly in need of an institution of learning 
for the education of girls and young women that shall be owned and controlled by 
the Conference. 
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We make the following recommendations: 

1. That the Conference accept the proposition of the Trustees of Martin College, 
provided the financial obligations assumed by this Conference shall not be more than 
the amount named by the Trustees in the foregoing communication — viz., $18,000 — 
and that any and all debts against the college beyond this amount shall be paid by 
the present Board of Trustees or assumed by them when the transfer of the property 
is consummated by the action of the Chancery Court 'of Giles County. 

2. That the management of this property shall be committed to a board of trustees 
composed of twenty (20) members, ten clerical and ten laymen, who shall be elected 
by the Conference at this session of the Conference. Five of the lay members of the 
board shall be chosen from the city of Pulaski. The trustees shall be divided into 
four groups of five each, and the term of office of each group shall expire as follows: the 
first group at the Conference session of 1910, the second group in 1911, the third 
group in 1912, and the fourth group in 1913, after which the term of each group shall 
expire four years from their election. It shall be the duty of the Conference Board 
of Education to nominate to the Conference the members of the board of trustees.

Report of Committee on Martin College. 

The committee who were appointed to inquire into certain legal questions involved 
in the proposed transfer of Martin College from the present Board of Trustees to a 
board appointed by this Conference beg leave to report that there are in their judgment 
f no serious barriers in the way of the proposed transfer, and therefore recommend that 

^ ' the following paragraph be substituted in the place of recommendation No. 1 con- 

' tained in the report of the Board of Education, which is now under consideration 

by the Conference: 

1. The Conference hereby expresses its appreciation and acceptance of the generous 
and Christian spirit manifest in the proposition submitted to the Conference by the 
Trustees of Martin College. As the questions involved, however, are of very great 
importance to all concerned, and as the details to be worked out are numerous and 
more or less complicated, we recommend that a committee of three lawyers be ap- 
pointed by this Conference with full power to act for. the Conference in all matters 
affecting title and financial liability. If, upon investigation, said committee shall 
reach the conclusion that the Trustees of Martin College have a good title to said 
property, and have the right to convey the same to this Conference, and are of the 
further opinion that arrangements can be made with the parties holding the indebted- 
ness of $18,000 against this property so that the same, if not otherwise provided for, 
can be paid out of the interest arising from the bonds mentioned in the proposition, 
then the said committee is hereby authorized to take such steps as are necessary to 
transfer and convey the said property to this Conference. And when this is consum- 
mated said property shall be turned over to the trustees to be elected by this Confer- 
ence, who shall have full charge and control of the same, and shall proceed as may 
seem best in their judgment to conduct said college. W. F. Tillett, ■

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Report No. 2. 

We have heard with pleasure the message of Dr. R. ' G. Waterhouse, representing 
the General Board of Education in the absence of thp Secretary, Dr. J. D. Hammond. 
His arguments in favor of a trained and aggressive ministry to meet the pressing need 
for wise leadership in the Church at this time have been listened to with deep interest, 
and will, we hope, produce good and lasting results. We have noted with pleasure 
the emphasis which the General Board of Education is placing upon the home as an 
institution for Christian nurture. In developing this important part of our Church’s 
educational work, our pastors can be and should be of the greatest possible service. 

We must not fail to befriend and help our brothers in black in their efforts to secure 
better educational equipment whenever and wherever we can. The Colored Methodist 
Episcopal Church is recognized as one of the worthiest claimants upon our generosity. 



OVEBTURE FROM HOLSTON CONFERENCE. 

The Holston Conference has appointed a commission of three members to inquire 
into the educational needs of the worthy but poor white families residing on the 
Cumberland Mountains in territory located partly in that Conference and partly in 
our Conference, with a view to the possible establishment of a Christian institution 
of learning at some suitable point in this territory. The Board of Missions and the 
Board of Education of the Holston Conference are taking an equal interest in the in- 
vestigations of this commission. Dr, Waterhouse brings from the Holston Conference 
oflacially a request that our Conference appoint a similar commission to work jointly 
with their commission. It is thought that a point can be found on or near the border 
line separating the two Conferences where a school wisely located will meet the needs 
of both Conferences and furnish an opportunity to accomplish great good. We recom- 
mend favorable action upon this overture of the Holston Conference, and recommend 
as a commission to represent our Conference T. A. Kerley, President of the Board of 
Missions, W. F. Tillett, President of the Board of Education, and the presiding elder 
of the Lebanon District for next year — this commission to report back to this Confer- 
ence at its next session the result of their investigations with whatever recommenda- 
tions they may deem wise. 

Our Institutions of Learning. 

The reports of Vanderbilt University, of the Correspondence School, and of the 
Methodist Training School indicate the largest patronage in their history. We desire 
to commend to our preachers and people as a school in every way worthy of their 
patronage Martin Female College, located at Pulaski, Tenn., and presided over by 
Prof. W. T. Wynn. We congratulate the Trustees and the patrons of the school upon 
their having secured one to serve them who is, in our judgment, eminently qualified to 
meet all the responsibilities of his office as President of the college. We have every 
reason to believe that the work that will be done in Martin College under the present 
management will give entire satisfaction to those who patronize it. We would again 
express our appreciation of the valuable work that is being done in our midst by 
many schools which are in charge of cultured and Christian teachers, and although 
not owned and controlled by our Church are rendering our preachers and people much- 
appreciated service. Worthy of special mention in this connection are the following: 
The Webb School, at Bellbuckle; the Branham and Hughes School, at Spring Hill; 
Howard • Institute, at Mt. Pleasant; the Morgan School, at Fayetteville; the Peoples 
School, at Franklin; the Massey School, at Pulaski; the Hawkins School, at Gallatin; 
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the Cumberland City Training School; the Strayhorn School, at Cornersville; Soule 
College, at Murfreesboro; Buford College, at Nashville; the Normal College, at Dick- 
son; and the Peoples and Tucker School, at Springfield. 

We recommend the appointment of A. H. Shannon to educational work in Japan 
and C. R._ Watkins as a student at Yale University.

The reports that come to us from the last session of the Biblical Institute are very 
gratifying, and lead us to believe that it is rendering a real and important service in 
the intellectual and spiritual life of our young preachers. We would urge all of our 
young preachers to enroll themselves for the coming year in the Correspondence School 
and the Quiet Hour League. The guidance and inspiration given through these chan- 
nels to habits of reading and study and prayer will richly repay all who join in this 
fellowship of devout and studious souls who seek for themselves and others the highest 
and best things in the intellectual and spiritual life.

BOARD OF MISSIONS.* 

The money raised by assessment for foreign missions within our Conference is paid 
to the Treasurer of the Parent Board, and by that body expended. “For foreign missions 

♦Condensed report of the Board. The fnll report, l>y a Conference vote, was ordered printed in 
pamphlet form 
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we received from the home Church last year on assessments $400,364; or, including the 
amount from all other sources, a total of $540,523, an increase of $21,307. To this we 
may add the $226,192 received by the Woman’s Board, giving a sum total of $766,716 
for foreign missions, which lacks only $234,000 of making a round million for missions. 
We have 281 missionaries in our six fields, including our Woman’s Board, 111 native 
preachers, and 20,999 members; or an increase of 2,270 during the past year, the 
largest in our history.” 

The above extract from the annual report of the Secretaries gives some idea of what 
is being done. As to the work of our Conference Board, 42 missions and two districts 
were aided the past year from our income of $9,000. 

Having the oversight of mission work within our bounds, this Board insists that as 
far as possible really efficient men be appointed to missions; this Board will not be a 
substitute for the Joint Board of Finance. The success of our Conference missionary 
evangelist. Rev. J. A. Molloy, has been so great that we have decided to put two more 
men. Rev. John F. Beasley and Mr. Bell Regen, in the field. We rejoice in the success 
of the Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies. 

We would remind our pastors of the opportunity for service found in hospitals, jails, 
and poorhouses; nor must we forget the negroes, with their manifold needs. For them 
our Church in the past wrought a great work; under the altered conditions of to-day 
the service must be continued. Our interest in education must not wane; and while 
the public school should not be brought under a denominational influence, it should 
be brought in subjection to Him who is head over all. Substantial progress has been 
made; a wider field awaits us. 

We nominate Dr. D. C. Kelley to be Conference Missionary Secretary, and Rev. J. A. 
Molloy and Rev. John F. Beasley to be Conference Missionary Evangelists.

Rev. George S. Byrom passed from 
earth to heaven at five o’clock in the 
afternoon on Thursday, May 14, 1908, 
from the Wesley Memorial Hospital, in 
Atlanta, Ga.

Prof. George Lee By- 
rom, of Pocahontas, Va., survive him. 
One son. Early Marvin, died in his twelfth 
year. From early childhood Brother By- 
rom was religiously inclined. In his 
twelfth year he made a public profession 
of saving faith in Christ and assumed 
membership in the Church. Early in life 
he was conscious of his duty to preach 
the gospel of Christ, but he resisted the 
impression. He enlisted in the Confed- 
erate army and served faithfully until 
the last year of the war, when he was 
captured and paroled, and the final sur- 
render of the Confederate army occurred 
before he was exchanged. The practice 
of law was his chosen profession, for 
which he read and studied; but he finally 
yielded to his mature and irrepressible 
convictions, and was licensed to preach 
in 1869 under the administration of Rev. 
Fountain E. Pitts. He was admitted on 
trial into the traveling connection by the 
Tennessee Conference at Pulaski, Tenn., 
in October, 1870. His name remained on 
the roll of effective preachers and he re- 
ceived his appointments regularly until 
October, 1906, when, in consequence of 
failing health, he received the superan- 
nuate relation at his own request. Sub-

cheerfulness, and the untiring faithful- 
ness by which he was characterized are 
neither negative nor uncertain elements 
in Christian life. Conscience with him 
was a divine court of the soul where all 
moral issues were investigated, tried, and 
settled according to the word of God as 
he understood it. He had due regard for 
all legitimate authority, and was exem- 
plary in his loyalty to God and men. His 
maxims had the highest moral signifi- 
cance, and his policy expressed the su- 
periority of righteous principles over per- 
sonal interests. He did not expect the 
end to justify the means, hence he did 
not knowingly indorse doubtful methods 
and do evil that good might come. Where 
evils only were to be considered he made 
no choice, because he was looking for 
good only in every choice of life. He 
believed in the final triumph of every 
righteous cause. In every struggle 
against the powers of darkness he evinced 
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the courage of a hero and the endurance 
of a good soldier. In temporary defeat 
patience and resignation were supported 
by an ever-increasing faith in permanent 
and triumphant victory. Whether it re- 
sulted in pleasure or pain, in prosperity 
or privation, in honor or humiliation, he 
did his duty as he understood it, and his 
life was a practical commentary on that 
resolute word. For thirty-six years his 
faithfulness and efficiency were demon- 
strated under the difficult and exacting 
requirements of our itinerant system. 
There was no break in his efforts, no 
cessation of his energy. The stars that 
shine steadily night after night may be 
more beneficial to this world than the 
glitter and glare of an occasional comet. 
Constancy may be a greater virtue than 
extraordinary brilliancy, and industry 
may surpass genius. “But wisdom is jus- 
tified of her children.” “Wisdom is the 
principal thing.” “The fear of the Lord 
is the beginning of wisdom.” Through 
prayer to “God that giveth to all men lib- 
erally” the supply is increased, and the 
winning of souls to Christ is the end. 
By this scriptural standard he was a 
wise man, for he brought many to Christ. 
He regarded punctuality as an important 
duty. Whether he was expected to dis- 
eharge religious duties, exercise social 
functions, or meet business engagements, 
he was punctual if possible. His face ra- 
diant with love, his voice musical with 
cheer and happy with laughter, and his 
hand vigorous with the grasp of hearty 
fellowship — all indicated that he was an 
optimist by birth as well as practice. He 
saw some good in all men. Every vision 
had its hopeful and happy features. He 
saw in every cloud a silver lining. In 
every storm his refuge was in God, with 
a strong hold upon the hope that was set 
before him in the promises of God, which 
hope he had as an anchor of his soul. A 
bright, happy, hopeful child of God he 
was, who never yielded to the dark fore- 
bodings of despondent men. In domestic 
life his character was peculiarly strong 
and beautiful. His tender heart and rev- 
erent spirit, his gentle bearing and con- 
scientious exercise of legitimate author- 
ity, his high regard for proper discipline 
and his keen sense of judicial fairness, 
his earnest desire for the best possible 
attainments and the sweetest fellowships 
of the home life, with the golden rule as 
his basis — all contributed to his efficiency 
as the paternal head.

CHARTER OF TENNESSEE CONFERENCE 



“Acts of the Tennessee Legislature. 1869-70, Chapter LVL, Sections 4-9, Page 365. 

“Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That the Tennessee Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, be, and the same is hereby, incorporated; and by that 
name may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, and may take and hold property, 
real, personal, and mixed, and all conveyances, devises, and legacies, and all other 
donations of every kind and description to the said corporation shall be good and 
valid although said corporation may not be correctly described, provided enough ap- 
pears, aided by extrinsic proof, written or parol, to show that the said corporation is 
the intended grantee or donee. 

“Sec. 5. Be it further enacted. That the affairs of said corporation may be managed 
by the said Tennessee Annual Conference, or any five persons said Conference may 
elect or appoint, said persons to be elected or appointed annually by said Conference, 
and shall continue in ofiBce until their successors are elected or appointed and enter 
upon the duties of the office, one of whom shall be by said five persons elected presi- 
dent of their body; and they may elect such other officers as they may think proper 
and necessary for the management of the affairs of said corporation. 

“Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That the property which said corporation is author- 
ized to take and hold shall be applied to such purposes as the grantor or donor may 
designate; and if no particular purpose is designated, then to such religious, charita- 
ble, literary, or missionary purposes as said Conference may designate consistent with 
the provisions of this Act of Incorporation and the laws of the land; and in the event 
the purpose which any grantor or donor designates cannot, for any cause, be carried 
into effect, then said Conference may apply the subject-matter of such conveyance or 
gift to any of the general purposes above designated. 

“Sec. 7. Be it further enacted. That said corporation may hold property of any kind 
in trust for such religious, charitable, literary, or missionary purposes as the grantor 
or donor may designate, not inconsistent with the laws of the land. 

“Sec. 8. Be it further enacted. That said corporation, or the five directors which said 
Conference may elect or appoint, shall have power to elect or appoint a treasurer of 
said corporation, either one of their own body or any other person, who shall hold his 
office for' such time as said Conference or said directors may designate, and shall give 
bond and security for the faithful performance of his duties in such penalty as said 
Conference or directors may deem just and proper. 

“Sec. 9. Be it further enacted. That a majority of the directors authorized to be 
elected or appointed by said Conference shall constitute a quorum to do business, and 
may prescribe such duties for the officers thereof and adopt such rules ‘for the gov- 
ernment of their body as they think right and proper; and said corporation may sell 
and convey by the usual modes of conveyance any property they may take or hold in 
furtherance of the objects and purposes above mentioned; and said corporation shall 
possess and exercise all the rights and powers necessary and proper for effectually 
carrying out said objects and purposes.”
